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In  ordinarj  times  any  conversation  atout  clothes  on  Monday  of  Sa.ster  week 
would  proDalDly  oe  ahout  nev/  clothes— a  nev/  Saster  hat,  dress  or  coat  for  you... 
a  new  Easter  suit  for  the  man  of  the  fajnily.    But  in  wartime  when  supplies  are 
short  old  clothes. .  .the  clothes  you  have... get  the  attention.  ITooody  stocks  up 
on  new  clothes  who  doesn't  need  them.    Tou  aBd  J^our  hushand  hoth  do  your  "bit  "by 
making  your  old  clothes  do. 

So  toda^'  let's  talk  ahout  your  hashand's  clothes.    Sight  now  a  nan's  civil- 
ian   suit  is  one  of  the  most  precious  garments  in  the  home.  If  your  hushand  is 
not  wearing  it  "because  he's  in  uniform,  you  vail  see  to  mending  it  and  putting 
it  away  safely— or  perhaps  you  vdll  maice  it  over  into  a  suit  or  dress  for  your- 
self or  one  of  the  children.  But  if  your  hushar.d  is  still  v/earing  civilian 
clothes,  you  and  he  together  :vdll  majce  his  suits  last  as  long  as  possihle.  .  .get 
every  possi"ble  da,y' s  v/ear  out  of  them.    You  can  help  "oy  cleaning,  pressing  and 
mending  the  suit... "but  your  hushand  also  can  do  much  to  save  repairs  and  keep 
his  suit  looking  well. 

So  here  are  some  tips  from  clothing  specialists  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  help  save  your  hushand's  suits.    Tou  can  pass  these  tips  along 
to  him. 

Any  suit  lasts  longer  if  it  gets  "brushed  often.    Brush  a  suit  with  the 
grain  of  the  cloth. .. inside  as  well  as  out... in  and  around  pockets  and  inside 
cuffs... if  the  trousers  haV^  cuffs. 

And  let  a  suit  hang  in  the  open  air  awhile  "before  it  goes  into  the  closet. 


especially  if  the  closet  isn't  ventilated.    I'rom  time  to  time  give  the  suit 
an  aif-ing  o-atdoors  on  a  "bright,  "breezy  day, 

Now  some  tips  on  the  right  way  to  hang  up  suits.    Put  the  suit  on  a  hangec 
as  soon  as  you  take  it  off.  And  hang  it  up  straight.    Don't  spoil  the  press  "by 
throwing.it  carelessly  over  a  chair.    Put  the  coat    on  a  vrooden  hanger. ..one  of 
those  \irith  "broad  shoulders  made  especially  for  men's  coat  shoulders.    See  that  the 
shoulders  of  the  coat  set  squarely  on  the  hanger.    Some  of  the  "best  hangers  have 
curved  hooks  that  allow  the  neclc  of  the  coat  to  lie  smoothly. 

The  "best  way  to  hang  trousers  is  on  a  trouser  clip,  upside  down,,  But  if  you 
don't  have  this  i^rind  of  hanger,  hang  trousers  over  the  cross  "bar  of  a  wooden 
hanger.  If  you  must  use  a  wire  hanger,  pad  the  cross  'oar  with  card'board  or  thick 
paper  to  prevent  crosswise  creases  on  the  trousers. 

When  you  are  traveling  and  have  no  hangers  with  you,  hang  your  coat  up  "by  tho 
loop  at  the  hacic  of  the  nock... or  hang  it  over  the  "back  of  a  chair  to  save  the 
shape  of  shoulders  and  collar.  ITevor  carelessly  put  the  sleeve  or  "back  of  a  coat 
over  a  peg. 

As  for  cleaning  and  pressing,  take  soiled  suits  promptly  to  the  cleaner — 
and  take  them  to  a  relia"ble  cleaner,     who  does  a  thorough  jo"b.    You  save  the  suit 
"by  having  it  cleaned  "before  it  gets  too  dirty.    The  esitra  rubbing    necessary  to  • 
get  a  very  dirty  suit  clean  v/ears  the  fabric  Arad  dirt  loft  too  long  on  fe.bric  also 
damages  it» 

If  you  press  your  husband's  suits  at  home  between  cleanings,  look  for  spots 
before  you  press.    Take  out  any  spots  before  the  pressing  ste.rts.    A  warm  iron 
sets  some  spots  so  they  will  never  come  out.    ITever  set  an  iron  directly  on  the 
WQol  in  pressing.    When  you  press,  wring  a  cloth  out  of  warm  water.    Then  lay 
a  press  cloth  over  this  damp  cloth.     Set  the  iron  dom  squarely. .  .lift  it  a 
little...  set  it  down  again.  ITever  press  the  moisture  completely  out  of  wool — that 
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is,  never  press  the  wool  completely  dry  or  it  vail  look  hard  end  lifeless.  Leave 
just  a  little  steam  in  it  when  you  are  through  pressing. 

One  norc  pressing  point.    Be  ca^reful  ahout  scorch.     Wool  cen  scorch  even 
when  you  have    a  cloth  over  it  if  your  iron  is  too  hot. 

Many  men  a.re  careless  ahout  exposing  wool  suits  to  noths,  especially  those 
living  s,way  fron  hone  with  nohody  to  remind  then  to  jmt  their  woolens  away  promptl; 
and  safely. 

Here's  what  the  clothing  specialists  say  to  these  nen:     "Bring  out  the  suits 
hanging  in  the  "back  of  the  closet  once  in  a  while  and  "brush  ami  air  then.  If 
you  pack  your  clothes  away  yourself,  have. then  dr^'--cleaned  first.    Pack  then  in 
any  container  that  is  ahsolutely  tight —  a  suit  hox  scaled  v/it-h  tape... paper 
garment  "bags,  aJ.so  sealed, ...  trunks,  chests,  or  tight  closets.  Play  safe  and  use 
moth  flakes  or  crystals  in  with  your  suits  when  you  store  then. 

Here  are  a  fevj  more  tips  on  saving  suits.     Rememher  tha,t  keys  ca.rried  every ^ 
day  in  the  hip  pocket  ru"b  against  chairs  and  wear  holes  through  pocket  and  pants. 
Overloading  stretches  and  strains  pockets,  often  tep.rs  corners.    Pens  and  pencils 
in  a  coat  or  vest  pocket  will  stain  or  jaJo  holes  in  the  fahric  unless  you  ha.ve 
clips  on  them. 

G-et  a.  felt  or  leatherette  seat  for  the  office  cha.ir  to  sa.ve  the  sea.t  of 

your  trousers  from  getting  sliiny  and  wearing  thin.     See  that  your  "belt  is  not  too 

wide  or  thick  to  fit  ea.sily  through  helt  loops.    Too  v/ide  a  helt  ru."bs  the  loops 

and  mak:es  them  fuzzy. 

Here's  a  tip  a^hout  trousers;     Trousers  a  half  inch  aJbove  the  heels  of  shoes 
don't  get  so  much  ruo.     So  they  wear  longer  than  longer  trousers. 

Last  tip:     A  suit  soaiced  in  rain  or  snow  needs  to  dry  slowly  in  a  well-venti- 
lated room  away  from    heat.  Brush  the  suit  v/ell  after  it  dries.
